“if the Western powers per- 
mitted subjects such as the

London, Aug. 5. 

Five: survivors and several 
bodies ore known = to ‘havo 
been icked up irom the 
Amorican reconnaissance 
bomber which crashed flaming 
into the Atlantic carly today. 

British Naval headquarters at 
Londonderry, Northern Ircland, 
sald that the -survivors were 
AUlsiriboted between two of the 
ships searching tho crush arca. 

Three . other shtlps are still 
searching the main crash arca 
in pitch dark. 


United States Air Force 
headquarters In Britain sald 
the main aircraft search had 
been called off just before 
dawn, 

But the B-29 rescue planes 
would continue to circle above 
the searching ships throughout 
the night. They would relay 
radlo messages from the ships to 
the shore. The ships’ wireless 
was not‘ powerful and com- 
munications with the land” had 
been bad. 

The search planes ‘would be 
reinforced by others: at dawn. 

A United States Ale Force 
spokesman sald a C-47 cargo 
plane would stay out over an- 
other spot’ in the Atlantic, 285 
miles southeast of the main 
area where a search plane earlier 
reported sighting debris and 
parachute silk. . 

The British destroyer, Tena- 
cious, had been sent to search 
this second arca. 7 ; 

The plane, a United States Air 
Foree Convair RB-36, crashed 
in the carly hours of the morn- 
ing. It was not till 1600 GMT 
that «the. Manchester Shipper 
picked up the first survivor. 

The RB-36 is a reconnaissance 
version of the B-36 atom bomber 
—world's largest operational 
plane. It was on ita woy from 
Travis Air tase in California to 
the American bomber basc at 
Lakenbeath, England, with nine 
officers and,14 men aboard.—
